Nashua narrowly beats Traffic Judge in the Arlington Classic 


Considerable newspaper comment has appeared re- 
garding the running of the $148,500 Arlington Classic 
at Arlington Park in Chicago on Saturday, July 16. In 
justice to my home-bred colt Traffic Judge (*Alibhai— 
Traffic Court, by Discovery) I call attention to what 
Nashua’s trainer, the veteran “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, 
said about the race. 


An Associated Press dispatch appearing in the Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Herald of July 22 stated: 


“The dean of American trainers disagrees strongly with 
talk that Nashua wasn’t at his best in the Classic Satur- 
day, when he defeated Traffic Judge by half a length 
after overtaking the pacemaking Impromptu in the 
stretch. 


People underrated that second horse,’ said Sunny 
Jim. ‘Besides, Nashua had to make up about five 
lengths to get to that speedball, Impromptu. It was a 
good race!’ 


“It was pointed out that Nashua’s time of 1:35% for 
the mile was just one-fifth of a second slower than the 
record Classic time set last July by Errard King. (Note: 


And it was just four-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record set by the great Equipoise, which has stood 


for 23 years.) 


'The fast workout before the Classic? I think I know 
something about training,’ said the veteran who saddled 
his first winner at the old Brighton Beach track Aug. 7, 
1900. 


I'd do the same thing again—why, this is no baby 
horse. This is a big, tough horse, brought up to cam- 
paign hard. If a little thing like that would bother him 
—well, Nashua isn’t the horse I think he is.’ ”’ 


Traffic Judge is but one of the many fine horses bred and 
raised at Walnut Springs Farm. Our breeding program 
and our manner of raising young horses is designed to 
produce outstanding racers. In Traffic Judge we have 
such a colt. Prior to his great race against Nashua he 
had won the Withers Stakes and the Ohio Derby this 
year. As a 2-year-old last season he won the Prairie 
State Stakes, was second in the Breeders’ Futurity, in 
Kentucky, and was fourth in the Belmont Futurity. 


We look forward to retiring Traffic Judge to the stud

Fred G. Johnston, a balding 52-year-old 
television producer from Agoura. Calif.. 
near Los Angeles. was bidding for the first 
time at a Keeneland yearling sale. He 
bought 2 yearlings. the more expensive 
being Royal Bay Gem’s brother (*Royal 
Gem I[—Bayadere), for which he paid 
Warner L. Jones Jr. $22.000. 

With Johnston at ringside was Dr. John 
D. Walker. who manages Johnston's 3.000- 
acre Box J3 Ranch at Agoura and _ per- 
haps is best known for saving Your Host 
for the breeding shed. At Johnston's 
ranch the 2 yearlings will join an “assort- 
ment of Quarter Horses. cattle. turkeys. 
2 Thoroughbred 


chickens. pigs — and 


broodmares.” 


After sun-browned Roger W. Wilson 
went to $53.000 for Leslie Combs II's colt 
by Roman—*Belle Cane. he and trainer 
Price Sallee repaired to the refreshment 
bar where Wilson received congratulations 
and something for his nerves. The fact 
that he had gone to $53.000 was hard to 
believe. “Why I didn’t even open my 
mouth until $46,000." he said. mopping 
sweat from his brow. “Now I’m finished. 
can't afford another horse.” (Next day 
Wilson returned to get a *Princequillo— 
Quixie colt for $16,000 and a Citation— 
Banish colt for $40,000.) 

“I don’t know. I guess I've got 6 or 8 
horses now. Some of them are in Chicago 
with Price.” he said. nodding his head at 
the white-haired trainer, “—but most of 
them are in the hospital right here in 
Lexington.” 

The money to buy the horses came from 
the J. Ray McDermott Company. a New 
Orleans construction firm. “And I’m in 
the oil business. too—construction and oil. 
Home is Vandera, Texas.” 


Shortly after Allie E. Reuben purchased 
Mereworth Farm’s striking brown colt by 
Cosmic Bomb—Katylea on behalf of his 
Hasty House Farm he resold him private- 
ly to a man who needed another horse as 
much as a third thumb. The colt was taken 
by Barrington, Ill.. perfume (Dana) manu- 
facturer J. L. Younghusband. who before 
the 3-day sale was done bought 27 other 
yearlings for $302.500. 

No one ever had bought so many horses 
or spent so much money at the Keeneland 
sales. The biggest buyer previously was 
L. B. Mayer. who in 1951 bought 13 year- 
lings for $265.000. 

Younghusband lives in retirement on his 
500-acre Valley View Farm at Barrington. 
where he has devoted himself most!y to 
saddle horses. He has 4 Thoroughbred 
broodmares at Valley View. and the 28 
horses he got at Keeneland will be broken 
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there before they are given to trainer Hal 
Simmons. 

The 59-year-old owner has been racing 
horses for about 7 years. mostly in Florida 
and the Middle West. He now has 35 
horses in training. one string at Washing- 
ton Park and another in Cleveland. 

“The best horse ’ve had? I don’t know. 
no man can tell.” 


Samuel M. Look’s activities at ringside 
were on behalf of Mrs. James A. O'Toole. 
of Delray Beach. Fla.. who never before 
had owned horses. The Lexington horse- 
man bought 5 yearlings for her aceount. 
spending a total of $102.000. The wife of 
a New York City oil broker. she got a 
filly by Count Fleet and colts by Grand 
Admiral. Bimelech. War Admiral. and 
Arctic Prince. Look said he would con- 


‘tinue to represent Mrs. O'Toole. 


As was the case with the $86.000 *Nas- 
rullah colt which topped the 1954 market 
at Keeneland. the $80.000 *Nasrullah colt 
which topped the 1955 sales will be owned 
in part by the vendor. Dr. Eslie Asbury told 
The Blood-Horse: “Tl am taking a minority 
interest in the colt. and will manage him. 
Howard Wells will train him for us.” Own- 
ers of the majority interest will be Beverly 
and Suzanne Lindsay. Tulsa. Okla.. show 
horse enthusiasts. whose father. Forrest 
Lindsay. is an associate of James H. 
Stone. Dr. Asbury’s son-in-law. in oil ex- 
ploration enterprises. 

Bidding on the top-priced colt moved 
so fast that the runner-up was not identi- 
fied except by guesswork. Allie Reuben 
dropped out in the first few seconds as 
anxious bidders leaped toward the $60.000 
mark.

MICHIGAN 
The Rocky Road of Charity 


Detroit. Officials of the Detroit Race 
Course had their problems during their 
recently completed 56-day meeting, but 
they didn’t find out what trouble really 
was until they went through a_ 6-day 
charity meeting sponsored by the Michigan 
Racing Charities, Inc. 

During the regular meeting both attend- 
ance and betting were down. A 10 per 
cent drop at the gate and a 4 per cent 
dip at the mutuel windows were laid to 
the hottest July on record. 


Only 582,301, an average of 10,398. at- 
tended the races, the smallest average since 
1950, when the track opened. A total of 
$37,926,260 was bet, an average of $677,- 
254. This was the first year since 1951 
that the average dropped below $700.- 
000. As a result, purses had to be cut 
sharply during the closing weeks. The 
Frontier Handicap, Michigan’s oldest horse 
race, was sliced in half, to $5,000. 

Some trainers shipped their better horses 
to other tracks. Some, such as Henry 
Forrest, kept their good ones in the barn 
waiting for a chance to run. Forrest, 
with the 2 fastest 2-year-olds on the 
grounds, All Comers and Judge Ray K, 
looked forward to the charity meeting and 
its $10,000 Lads and Lassies Stakes. 
Mambo Dancer, winner of the Ohio Endur- 
ance Stakes at Randall Park, shipped in 
for the race. 

None of the 2-year-olds had a chance 
to run. When the bottom dropped out of 
racing during charity week, the stakes 
was called off, and virtually all purses 
were offered-at the $2,000 minimum. It 
was one of the worst weeks ever seen at 
the track. Attendance dropped 32 per 
cent from the same week in 1954, and 
betting fell 25 per cent. 

Last year 70,958 fans attended the last 
week; this year only 47,926 came. The 
mutuel play fell from $4,649,773 to $3.- 
476.559, 

At one time it was believed that the 
week would net the 3 sponsoring groups 
about $150,000. or $50,000 each. Now 
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it is hoped that they will be able to split 
up $50,000, when the audits are complete. 

There are 2 good reasons for the de- 
clines. Post time was moved up from 3:45 
p. m. to 2 p. m., and all passes were 
suspended. 

Officials of the MRA, who donated the 
track and their services, were keenly dis- 
appointed. 

“There are many reasons for the show- 
ing,” declared vice president George Hag- 
garty, “but the main thing, I believe, is 
the weather. We still like the idea of 
an earlier post time and we may do some- 
thing about it next year. As for passes, 
the best year we ever had was the one 
we gave out the fewest passes.”

The Ten Broeck Series 


Cuicaco. The name of Dave Feld- 
man’s 8-year-old  French-bred gelding 
*Deux Moulins is on the tongues of many 
Chicago race-goers these days, and_ it’s 
really too bad more of them can’t pro- 
nounce the name correctly. The pronuncia- 
tions begin with Duke’s Mullins and end 
with an approximation of the way a 
Frenchman would say it. 

But *Deux Moulins, in any language, is 
a stayer of the first water. with as much 
revealed bottom as a beauty contest entry. 

Ben Lindheimer, a man of many innova- 
tions. this year came up with one of the 
best features he has presented since he 
came to Arlington and Washington Parks. 
This continuing feature is a series of 11 
distance races called the Ten Broeck 
group and ranging up to 2;); miles. 

The first 6 races of the Ten Broeck 
series, run at Arlington Park, whose 1955 
meeting closed on July 30. rivaled the 15 
stakes in popularity and spectator interest. 
The 5 remaining Ten Broecks will be run 
at Washington Park, whose meeting open- 
ed August 1. 


4 Races, 3 Track Records 


*Deux Moulins passed up the first 2 
races of the series, which were taken by 
the 4-year-old filly Sandy M. and the 7- 


year-old stallion Amphiblen. But the 
French gelding won the third, fourth, 
fifth. and sixth races of the series. In the 
Ten Broeck No. 4 he lowered the track 
record for 15g miles by 345 seconds to 
2:5925. In No. 5, at 2,5 miles on the 
grass course, he established a new track 
record of 3:32, or 8Y5 seconds better 
than the former record. 

On July 28 *Deux Moulins came out 
for the Ten Broeck No. 6, also at 275 
miles on the grass. This time he lowered 
his own Arlington Park record to 3:304, 
which equaled Real Short’s American 
record at Washington Park in 1946. The 
world record for 2;4; miles on the flat is 
3:3025, established by Royal Castle at 
Jamaica in 1950. Incidentally, it is be- 
coming less important to differentiate be- 
tween grass and loam courses in consider- 
ing time. 

After winning the Ten Broeck No. 2 at 
1,5; miles Amphiblen tried for the No. 3, 
but was beaten back to 7th in the 9-horse 
race. It was his first and last encounter 
with *Deux Moulins. The filly Sandy M. 
(*Bernborough—Hi Fling. by American 
Flag). winner of the Ten Broeck No. 1, in 
which she beat Amphiblen by 5 lengths. 
tried the Frenchman in each of his 4 
starts, and each time she finished second. 
In the No. 3 Sandy M. (118) gave *Deux 
Moulins (113) 5 pounds, or 10 pounds by 
the scale. In the 3 subsequent races she 
was in receipt of weight from the French 
horse. 

No. 6 was the easiest of all for *Deux 
Moulins. which had beaten Sandy M. a 
length, a neck, and a nose in the earlier 
races. He defeated the Fairway Farm filly 
by 3% lengths. The grass course was 
hard after the long hot. dry spell, and 
*Deux Moulins had a filled leg the next 
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First Arp, A 
Winner of Merchants’ 


day. but he was much improved 24 hours 
later. Six horses started for the Ten 
Broeck No. 6. It was interesting. but 
unimportant, to note that *Deux Moulins 
and Sandy M. each had a small star, but 
there was not a white hair on any of the 
others. 


The Right to Stay 


*Deux Moulins has an inherent right 
to be a stayer. In 1944 his sire. Deux 
pour Cent. won the Grand Prix de Paris 
(17x, miles) at Le Tremblay. where it had 
been moved after the bombing of Long- 
champ in 1943. Deux pour Cent also was 
third to *Ardan in the 115-mile Prix de 
Are de Triomphe. The latter race in 
1924 was won by *Deax Moulins’ maternal 
grandsire Massine. winner also of the 
21,-mile Ascot Gold Cup. 

This has been the best of 6 years of 
racing in America for *Deux Moulins. In 
13 starts he has won 5 races. placed in 2. 
and has earned $19.825. The Ten 
Broeck No. 6 was worth $6.000. In 129 
starts from 3 to 8 *Deux Moulins won 16. 
placed in 31. and earned $60.795. It was 
not until the Ten Broeck series that the 
8-vear-old gelding revealed his real quality 
as a staver. 


Copy, Selections, Halters 


Dave Feldman. owner of *Deux Moulins. 
is a Chicago newspaper man. As a copy 
boy he took his first interest in racing. 
When a vacancy occurred on the staff he 
was given a chance to make the paper's 
selections. He soon became Turf editor. 
a position he still has. Later. he became 
a caller on the public-address system at

and Citizens’ Handicap. 
some of the Chicago tracks. He has also 

had a radio program. 

Feldman launched his career as a horse 
owner about 11 years ago. His first was 
the plater Random Breeze. In his 11 
vears on the turf. Feldman has had rather 
exceptional success with a small racing 
stable of ordinary horses. During that 
time his stable has earned approximately 
$175.000. 

He also acquired for Dave Paper's 
Baddah Stable the good mare Sunny Dale. 
Dance Nsing. and other horses. Feldman 
claimed *Deux Moulins for $3.500 at 
Hialeah Park last February. He now races 
as the O and B_ Stable. formerly the 
Blossom Stable. Frank E. Burzow 


NEW YORK 


The Fortunes of Saratoga 


SaRATOGA. The Saratoga meeting opened 
in the warmest weather players have been 
forced to endure for some years. But 
what is more important. its meeting at 
Jamaica was also one of the poorest in a 
long. long time. 

The weather was not the only villain. 
since the racing was not of a caliber to 
make one rush to the windows. The 3- 
week session went under 1954 by 8 per 
cent in attendance and mutuel play. and 
very little was determined by the result 
of the 144 races held. 

The performance of the Depth Charge 
filly Dark Charger was the brightest spot 
of the Jamaica meeting. In the Adirondack 
Stakes she was so far ahead at the finish 


that her jockey was able to pull her up and 
start back for unsaddling before the en- 
tire field had crossed the finish line. 

Tony DeSpirito. the 1952 riding champ- 
ion who is very much in demand in these 
parts. said of the handsome filly: “Ive 
never ridden a faster one.” 


3 Barns Burn 


Although everything may well, 
Saratoga certainly started off on the wrong 
feot this year. Just when many: stables 
were preparing to ship in from metropoli- 
tan New York a mysterious fire at the 
resort track destroyed 3 barns. As a 
consequence. several shipments were de- 
layed. Many horsemen already stabled at 
the track quickly offered to share their 
own tight accommodations. so everyone 
is getting in all right. 

The first of the 2 fires broke out Tues- 
day night. July 27, in the corner popularly 
known as Oklahoma. The barn, unoccupied 
at the time. was to have sheltered 9 horses 
trained by Eugene Jacobs. 

Fourteen hours later 2 of the large 28- 
stall barns went up in smoke, and 22 
horses were led to safety without casualty. 

Local officials cried arson. The damage

Swamp Fever in Kentucky 


The first definitely diagnosed case of 
equine infectious anemia in the concentrat- 
ed light-horse-breeding area of central Ken- 
tucky was reported this week by Dr. E. R. 
Doll. acting head of the Department of 
Animal Pathology at the University of 
Kentucky. Lexington. The victim was 
a Thoroughbred mare which for 2 years 
had been at C. P. Edwards Jr.’s Ridgefield 
Farm. formerly the Keeneland Stud. next 
door to Keeneland Race Course. where the 
Breeders’ Sales Company last week con- 
ducted its summer sale of yearlings. One 
of the yearlings sold was consigned by 
Ridgefield Farm. 

A statement released August 2 from the 
University of Kentucky said: 

“Diagnosis of the disease was confirmed 
and completed last Saturday. July 30. and 
on Monday night. August 1. veterinarians 
of central Kentucky met at the University 
to discuss the measures needed for control 
of the disease. Dr. L. L. Breeck. State 
Veterinarian. pointed out that quarantine 
of the farm is automatic under state law. 
and discussed the various quarantine 
regulations as they apply to the farm. 

“Precedures were considered for carry- 
ine «ot the quarantine and for screening 
tests by inoculation of the horses for

determining the extent of the disease on 
the farm. 

“The mare in which the disease was 
found died and was brought to the Animal 


Pathology Department for post-mortem 
examination. Blood changes and lesions 


suggestive of the disease were found, and 
for confirmation of the diagnosis a year- 
ling colt was inoculated with spleen tissue 
from the mare. The colt developed a 
typical attack of swamp fever, and died. 

“Horsemen in the area are urged to use 
all measures necessary for control of flies 
and other biting insects which spread the 
disease. All horses should be observed 
carefully, said Dr. Doll. and when any 
illness is found an accurate djagnosis 
should be sought.” i 

The mare at Ridgefield Farm died July 
9. and the first indications of swamp fever 
were revealed at the autopsy. Confirma- 
tion of the diagnosis was possible only 
through infection of another horse. Plans: 
were being made this week for testing all 
horses on the farm, which probably wilF 
be ‘under quarantine for a period of af 
least 3 months. At the moment it seems 
unlikely that the quarantine will be ex- 
tended beyond the one farm, but veterin- 
arians and horsemen in Kentucky and 
throughout the country will be on guard 
against a possible dispersion of the disease. 

The mare which died made her last 
start at Suffolk Downs in 1945, 2 years 
before swamp fever became epizootic in 
New England. She moved to Ridgefield 
from a farm near Louisville about 2 years 
ago. 


Ballistocardiography 


Sypney. The racing world has found a 
new interest in experiments being conduct- 
ed by Mr. J. D. Steel, lecturer in veter- 
inary medicine at Sydney University. Us- 
ing a cardiogram of the horse’s heart he 
can estimate fairly accurately its potential 
as a race horse. 

Sydney trainers are enthusiastic and 
have promised full co-operation. Maurice 
McCarten. one of our leading trainers, 
said Mr. Steel’s estimates of his horses 
had proved almost 100 per cent accurate. 
“From what I have seen. I feel confident 
that he has opened up a field which will 
lead to a major discovery for racing men,” 
said McCarten. 

Steel has classified horses into 5 
groups according to his findings. The 
first 4 are rated according to the capacity 
of the heart. and the fifth covers horses 
with abnormal hearts. 

Trainer McCarten said that some 
months ago a highly recommended horse 
was sent to him, but Steel classified him 
in group 4. with a limited capacity. The 
horse raced poorly, and MeCarten had to 
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send him home. Other trainers have sup- 
ported McCarten’s views on the basis of 
their own experience with Steel and his 
classifications. 

Mr. Steel, in an interview, stated that 
by means of a machine for measuring 
heart strength he can classify the race 
horse’s heart, discover capacity and size. 
and whether it is normal or otherwise. 
His research indicated there were no 
good horses that did not have good hearts, 
but that good hearts did not necessarily 
mean top performers. 

John Inglis, leading Sydney bloodstock 
auctioneer, stated that the method could 
easily influence yearling sales if the re- 
sults were known beforehand. Lionel Is- 
rael, president of the Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, did not think the association would 
be interested in adopting the method. For 
one thing, it was not certain that the sys- 
tem was foolproof.

Editor’s note. Jack Bridges is report- 
ing on what is apparently the first appli- 
cation of ballistocardiography in evalua- 
tion of the Thoroughbred race horse. The 
electrocardiograph, in use for many years, 
gives a report on what might be called the 
ignition system of the heart. The ballis- 
tocardiograph, a more recent development 
in clinical research, promises a wider use- 
fulness, since it measures the efficiency 
of the heart in terms of power of contrac- 
tion and of volume of blood delivered. 

A special laboratory for research in bal- 
listocardiography recently was established 
in the Kentucky Rehabilitation Center at 
the University of Kentucky, Lexington, 
under the direction of Ernst Jokl. M. D. 
(Part of the equipment was a gift from 
Jay D. Weil, Lexington farmer. business- 
man, and horseman.) Dr. Jokl has done 
extensive work on the physiology of ath- 
letes, and in a recent study of marathon 
runners he reports ballistocardiographic 
findings reflected in the runners’ efficien- 
cy. The paper on this subject will be 
published soon in the Journal of Experi- 
mental Medicine and Surgery. 

On the basis of differences observed in 
the marathon runners and confirmed in 
later research, Dr. Jokl is of the opinion 
that the ballistocardiograph is likely to 
distinguish between race horses with the 
best hearts and those with the worst. He 
has made a beginning toward setting up 
a research program for horses. The test- 
ing procedure involves the recording of 
kinetic impulses of the systole of the heart. 
as transmitted from the animal’s body.

Pauley vs. Sears 


Hartmann H. Pauly. former Hungarian 
horseman, last week filed suit in Los 
Angeles Superior Court against his former 
employer. Miss Eleonora R. Sears, for 
$361.014. Pauly claimed (1) that he had 
a life-time contract with Miss Sears. and 
(2) that he had not been reimbursed for 
expenses which he incurred on her behalf. 

According to the suit, Pauly was hired 
by Miss Sears on March 22, 1954, at a 
salary of $1.000 per month for life. He 
said he was due $10.280 for back salary 
and $202.800 for future salary. assuming a 
life span of 79 years. 

Pauly also claimed that when he accept- 
ed a position with Miss Sears he “trans- 
ferred” to her his colt *Mizban, 1951, by 
Migoli—Bibjan. by *Bahram. which he 
estimated was worth $45,000. He said he 
was not paid for the colt, and that he was 
forced to pay for the colt’s upkeep. Pauley 
claimed that Miss Sears had not paid him 
for expenses he incurred while traveling 
for her in Europe, that he had been de- 
prived of *Mizban’s potential earnings 
and that Miss Sears owed him interest 
on *Mizban’s purchase, the money he spent 
on *Mizban’s upkeep. and the money he 
spent for her in Europe. 

Pauley trained Miss Sears’ stable until 
January 31. 1955, when she fired him 
and hired Jimmy Smith. who now has her 
stable in New York. 


U. S. vs. Coon 
R. D. Coon, owner of the B and R 


Stables and vice president and cashier of 
the Joshua Monument National Bank of 
Twentynine Palms, Calif., last week was 
arrested and charged with embezzlement. 

According to assistant U. S. attorney 
Ray Kinnison, of Los Angeles. a recent 
audit at the bank revealed a shortage of 
approximately $678.000. Kinnison said a 
complete audit could not be made because 
too many records were missing. The em- 
bezzlement was said to have begun in 
January, 1955. and possibly before. 

Coon was charged with embezzling $10.- 
000, and Kinnison said that the tentative 
amount was specified so that a federal 
grand jury could act immediately. The 
$10,000 represents an amount the Los 
Angeles Reserve Bank said it mailed to 
Coon at Twentynine Palms on May 12. He 
signed a receipt at the local post office, 
the attorney said, but the money never 
reached the bank. 

Kinnison thought Coon had been losing 
heavily at California race tracks. Last 
year Coon paid $53,500 at the Keeneland 
summer sales to obtain *Royal Melody, a 
colt by *Royal Charger—*Bray Melody. 
He has 4 other horses in his stable. 


After the loss was discovered directors 
voted to close the bank and _ liquidate. 
Since the bank is a member of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. all ae- 
counts are insured up to $10,000. 


William B. Hatch Jr.. one of the direc- 
tors. said, “Coon came here 5 years ago 
from a Pasadena bank with a solid back- 
ground in the best banking circles. He 
had the highest recommendations. 

This sure is going to surprise the people 
here.” 

Coon denied any knowledge of the em- 
bezzlement. “I don’t know what the 
charges are against me. I’m still in the 
dark about this whole thing.” Coon, who 
was on sick leave from the bank when he 
was arrested at Del Mar race track, said, 
“They were working me to death at the 
bank. The worry and drudgery were tak- 
ing their toll.”

Mose Lowenstein 


Mose Lowenstein, 68-year-old trainer. 
died July 30 at the St. Joseph Hospital, 
Chicago, after an illness of several months. 

Mr. Lowenstein, who lived in Chicago 
for most of his life, trained a stable at 
Mid-West.

Survivors include a son, David Lowen- 
stein, and a brother, Jake Lowenstein. also 
a well known trainer. 


Al Jensen 


Al Jensen, 49-year-old trainer for 
Charles D. Steiner’s Rappahannock Stable, 
died of a heart condition Tuesday, July 
26, at Pleasantville, N. J. 

Mr. Jensen emigrated from Denmark 
about 20 years ago, and his first employ- 
ment here was with the show horses of 
the late Summer Wells, former Under- 
secretary of State.

"I Should Be Selling" 


In the middle 1920’s, when war seem- 
ed far away and the stock market was in 
the midst of an exultant crescendo, the 
gains from business and speculation spilled 
over into the Thoroughbred yearling 
market and raised it to the highest level 
in history. In the middle 1950's the 
rulers of Soviet Russia were making noises 
more like doves than bears, and the stock 
market again was moving upward from 
peak to still higher peak. The stage was 
set for a high yearling market, but the 
heights which the market reached at 
Keeneland last week surprised not only 
the bystanders but most of the participants. 

In 3 afternoons and 2 evenings of 
auctioning the Breeders’ Sales Company 
disposed of 346 yearlings for $3.863,700, 
a record total, except for the 1946 sale, 
which included a much larger number— 
415 head as compared with 346 in 1955. 
The $11,167 average was 12.3 per cent 
higher than the previous record establish- 
ed at the Keeneland summer sales of 1954. 

The 145 fillies averaged $8.479, only 5 
per cent higher than in the corresponding 
sale of last year. but the 201 colts aver- 
aged $13.106—15.7 per cent higher than in 
1954. The prices for colts certainly re- 
sulted from the strong demand for pros- 
pective racing stock with good credentials. 
Whether the lesser strength in the filly 
market reflected the current overextension 
of breeding could only be guessed. 

The 1955 market was higher at all levels 
than that of last year. but the emphasis 
was at the top. The bottom half, 173 
head at prices up to $7,500. averaged 
$4.839; the other 173, ranging from $7.- 
700 upward to $80,000. accounted for $3.- 
026.600 of the $3.863.700 total and aver- 
aged $17.495. At the lower levels the 
market was inferior to that of 1953. when 
the lowest 30 per cent of yearlings sold 
for higher prices. The top of the market 
was like nothing that had ever been seen.

Ten per cent of the yearlings sold for 
prices above $23,000, and one out of every 
20 head offered required a bid in excess 
of $30,500. 

As usual, the Keeneland market was 
dominated by buyers from the Mid-West, 
Southwest, and West Coast, who allowed 
Easterners only an occasional fling. Alfred 
Vanderbilt, representing one of the older 
fortunes at the ringside, went away with 
one $32.000 yearling after making numer- 
ous attempts. “With prices like these.” 
he said, “I should be selling.” The scene 
shifts next week to Saratoga, where 
competition from the West will be less 
in evidence, but no one left Keeneland 
with the expectation that the Saratoga 
market would be low, even if all the buy- 
ers west of Chicago stayed away. 

Complete summaries of the Keeneland 
auctions appeared in last week’s issue of 
The Blood-Horse, but a copying error re- 
sulted in a mistaken report of the final 
session. Robert A. Alexander III’s colt 
by Mighty Story—Why sold for $7.500. 
not $10,000.

Following is the first part of a 2-part article by John de Blois 
It raises a question of interest to breeders, owners, trainers, race track 


executives, and others associated with racing in various capacities. It is the hope of 
The Blood-Horse that the article will provoke further discussion of the subject. 
Mr. and Mrs. Wack are now on a round-the-world trip; any published disagree- 
ments with the views expressed here will go without rebuttal from the author, for 


several weeks, at least. 


I first considered writing on this subject 
almost a year ago but have been too busy 
filling out nomination blanks and making 
eligibility payments to get around to it. 
Perhaps I have also been too lazy. and 
the laziness may well have been caused 
by fatigue from making nominations and 
eligibility. payments. Another deterrent 
has been the fact that horse racing people 
—and_ particularly track owners and 
managers—are highly sensitive to  criti- 
cism. The latter are quick to resent any- 
thing which savors of interference with 
what they consider prerogatives of man- 
agement. 

One such prerogative is putting on all 
the early-closing stakes long-suffering 
owners are bear. To judge 
from the hundreds of entries in early-clos- 
ing events. owners are indeed bears for 
punishment. Such apparent willingness on 
the part of owners to file nominations is 
excuse for race track managers” 


willing to 


some 


thinking that owners like the bother and 
expense of nominating to races many 
months. and often years. before the races 
are run. Maybe some owners, probably a 
few very new to the game. enjoy it. but I 
have vet to meet one. 

For 99 per cent of us the ownership 
of Thoroughbreds is a very expensive. 
time-consuming pleasure. and if it were 
not a pleasure few of us would continue it 
year after year in the face of obstacles 
that would discourage all but the con- 
firmed addicts we are. But no other 
pleasure. indoor or out, that I can think 
of, with the possible exception of marriage 
and raising children has so much work in 
connection with it. 


We run horse farms. we pay stallion 
fees. insurance premiums. shipping 


charges. workmen’s compensation. jockey 
fees. jockey insurance, entry fees to late- 
closing stakes—God bless “°em!—social se- 
curity for employees, and training fees. We

pay for turf club memberships and box 
seats. We travel from track to track. We 
attend horse auctions. We visit farms to in- 
spect our mares, foals and yearlings. We 
drop in at The Jockey Club and make a 
nuisance of ourselves to Mrs. Brennan. We 
correspond with her as to the naming of 
horses. and that is almost a full-time job in 
itself. If we did less of all that we could 
go racing more. 

We also have other work and other sports 
to engage in—golf. tennis, shooting. fish- 
ing. etc. We have letters to write. friends 
to visit. and receive. We are 
getting older and we don’t have quite the 
energy we used to. but we don’t begrudge 
one cent of money or one minute of time 
we spend on all the really necessary parts 
of racing and breeding.

Expense or Gambling? 


But are early-closing stakes necessary 
or desirable in any way? Are they not 
expensive nuisances resulting from a cus- 
tom now outmoded? Are they not imposi- 
tions on owners and breeders? Is not sub- 
scribing to futurities and early-closing 
stakes a form of gambling with other own- 
ers, not only as to whether one’s horse can 
beat theirs, but whether it will be alive. 
fit, in the vicinity of the race, and good 
enough to run in it many months and per- 
haps years hence? 

Is not the time spent on such nonsense 
wasted, and is not the charging off of such 
payments as legitimate expense an insult 
to the intelligence of the Treasury De- 
partment? (Mr. Humphrey. please look 
the other way.) 

Participation in any sport depends on 
having the time and money required. Rac- 
ing and breeding is the most expensive 
and time-consuming sport there is. as the 
first Lord Rosebery once pointed out better 
and more forcibly than I do. If that 
great pillar of the Turf implied that it 
might be desirable to reduce the work and 
expense of the greatest of all sports, I 
hope no one will object to my trying to 
indicate one or two ways in which tracks 
could help owners and breeders save some 
time and money. 


3 Million a Year 


I am glad I was too busy or too lazy 
or too fearful of appearing  critical— 
whichever you prefer—to write this article 
until now. Had I written it last year, I 
would not have had the benefit of Paul 
Ebelhardt’s illuminating study, which 
many of you will have read in mimeograph 
and which shows statistically the enormity 
and extent of the work and expense caused 
owners and breeders by the strange custom 
of closing nominations to stakes 1, 2, or 
even 3 years prior to the time the races are 
run. And yet, notwithstanding the nui- 
sance early-closing stakes constitute to all 
concerned—and I include the tracks them- 
selves—every few months a race track an-

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nounces a new stakes with the same pride 
and fanfare that the Cunard White Star 


Line might launch an ocean liner. My re- 
action to the announcement of a new 


stakes race is not unlike the caption under 
the famous cartoon: “Hang on to your 
liats. kids! Here we go again.” I sense 
that someone is being “had.” [ think I 
know who it is. 

By its ability to entice nomination fees 
out of horse owners. a track in New Jersey 
puts on the so-called “Richest Race in the 
World” and distributes something in the 
neighborhood of $270.000 to 4 lucky own- 
ers from the several hundred less fortunate 
individuals who nominated horses to it and 
who kept up the eligibility payments. Ot 
the gross purse. $170.006 is put up by the 
owners. Pleasant as it would be to win. 
such a stakes is not a contribution but 
rather an expense and a burden to own- 
ers. Obviously they would be better off 
to race for a nominal entry fee to be put 
up 2 or 3 months before the race and the 
$100.000 added by the track. 

Multiply by many times the expense of 
nominating for and making eligibility pay- 
ments to “The Garden State” and the 
clerical work and record-keeping involved. 
and you have the great burden of expense 
and effort which is the bane of an owner's 
breeder’s existence. 

If it is the intention of race tracks to 
turn racing stables into Augean stables 
of confusion. unwarranted expense. and 
enormous clerical effort. racing secretaries 
are going about it in the right way. But I 
dont believe there is anything more sin- 
ister in the present set-up than having 
owners contribute huge sums to the amount 
of money race tracks distribute in stakes. 
Incidentally. the amount put up by own- 
ers is more than $3.000.000 dollars a year. 

Years ago when purses were small and 
race tracks needed help in raising money 
for purses, it was logical that owners and 
breeders should provide that help. And 
they did. gladly. and assisted greatly in 
the restoration of racing in New York and 
California. Owners and breeeders almost 
without exception have made every neces- 
sary sacrifice to promote and preserve 
Thoroughbred racing. 


Defense and Rebuttal 


Owners. whatever they may consider 
themselves. are largely amateurs. Track 
officials. on the other hand. with some 
notable exceptions. are professionals. and 


that is nothing against them. Racing 
couldn't get along without them. But it 


interests me that the principal defense of 
early-closing sakes put up by track man- 
agers is that they are contributions to the 
sporting aspects and the traditions of 
racing. 

Having great respect for the intelligence 
of those on the track side of this argument. 
I suspect their tongues are in their cheeks. 
I think they know as well as anyone that 


it is the age of a stakes. the horses that 
have won it. and its recognition by the 
public as an important sporting event 
that make it a part of the history and tra- 
dition of racing. The time of nomination 
and the amount of the nomination fee and 
the time and amounts of the eligibility 
payments are merely details behind the 
scene and contribute nothing to the sport- 
ing aspects of a race itself. nor to the 
traditions which over the years have been 
built around it. 

Another argument race tracks use. in 
defending early-closing stakes is that they 
benefit races from the publicity angle. 
It is true that on nomination and _ eligi- 
bility payment dates the track publicity 
departments are given opportunitics to 
mention the race. But their writings are 
limited to horses nominated or kept eligi- 
ble. Were they not so limited. imagina- 
tive writers could mention every promising 
horse. of the category concerned. in the 
country in connection with the race. 

A third argument is that futurities are 
an encouragement to breeders—stimuli to 
the improvement of the breed and that sort 
of vague justification. Maybe so. but | 
doubt it. [ don’t believe any breeder ever 
plans a mating with a view to breeding 
the winner of any particular futurity or 
early-closing stakes. I think breeders may 
try to breed a “Derby Winner” or a 
“Sprinter” or a “Cup Horse.” But that’s 
about as far as their planning goes. They 
also try to use a breeding pattern which 
will help a yearling sell well. if that is 
their objective. and they may breed for 
such general objectives as soundness. speed, 
and stamina. It is true that all stakes 
races stimulate the breeding of Thorough- 
breds. but certainly a late-closing stakes 
lends as much encouragement to breeders 
as an early-closing one. and costs them 
less in money. time and trouble. 


A 3-Months Limitation 


For the purposes of this article I would 
like to define an early-closing stakes as 
one closing 3 months or more before the 
race is run. To have nomination dates 
3 months or less in advance of the run- 
ning of stakes would not be very bother- 
some to owners. and of no concern what- 
soever to breeders. If no stakes closed 
earlier than 3 months before the race all 
breeders would be relieved of the burden 
and expense of making nominations and it 
would insure that every yearling sold at 
Keeneland. Saratoga. or Del Mar would be 
eligible for all stakes when they were sold. 

Three months is merely arbitrary 
limit beyond which I think no owner can 
safely predict his horse will be ready to 
run on a given day. Most early-closing 
stakes close much more than. 3 months 
before the date they are to be run. and one. 
the Santa Anita Maturity. closes over 3 
vears before it is run! It is. in my opin- 
ion. the worst offender. but at the same 
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time it is the greatest sufferer from its 
own unfortunate conditions. In 1956, for 
instance. the Santa Anita Maturity will 
be run supposedly for the leading 4-year- 
old: in the country. and neither Swaps 
nor Nashua is eligible. And there is no 
provision for supplementary entries. 


Surely no race for 4-year-olds should 
close more than 2 or 3 months before it is 
to be run. Surely there are few enough 
good 4-year-olds choose from when 
the time comes that any arbitrary obstacles 
should be put in the way of achieving a 
worthwhile and representative field.

It will be noted the Chicago tracks 
have 9 early-closing stakes. several of 
which are handicaps for older horses, and 
what reason there is in having such races 
on a futurity basis I can’t see. The Chi- 
cago tracks. enjoying a location. at least 
in the owners’ minds. about half-way  be- 
tween New York and California. play both 
ends of the country against the middle. 
and very successfully. too. Nor do T blame 
those nice Lindheimers for raising money 
all over the country for their Chicago 
stakes. if owners and breeders are docile 
enough to send it in without a word of 
protest. 


One year our own little stable contri- 
buted about $5.000 in nomination fees and 
eligibility payments to Arlington and 
Washington Park in order to race in their 
stakes if we wanted to when the time 
came. The time came around. but our 
horses didn’t. and we raced at other loca- 
tions to which we had also contributed in 
what was surely a duplication. if not tripli- 
cation. of expense. Lest my mathematics 
become confusing. it would be a triplica- 
tion of expense if a 2-year-old had been 
nominated for and kept eligible for stakes 
at Del Mar. Arlington Park. and Saratoga 
which were run on or about the same day.
